ROBBED 


The Jesse James Act Done 
at Roslyn, Wash. 


A Cashier Covered With Revolvers 
and the Safe Looted. 


The Outlaws Get Away With $10,- 
000 in Coin and Bills. 


Two Men Shot and Another Clabbed Over 
the Head During the Robbery— 
The Bandits Escape into 
the Mountains, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Tacoma (Wash.,) Sept. 24.—[By the 
Associated Press.| The Ledger's spe- 
cial from Ellensburg,-Wash., says: ‘‘A 
report has reached here from Roslyn, 
Wash., that the bank of Ben E. Snipes 
& Co. was robbed this afternoon by six 
men, who rode up to the door on horse- 
back. Fred Frazier, the teller, was shot 
in the leg and seriously wounded. A 
negro named Connelly was shot in the 
leg. 

“The amount of money secured by the 
robbers is stated to be $10,000. Offt- 
cers are in pursuit, but have discovered 
no trace of the robbers. Cashier Aber- 
nethy attempted to use his revolver, but 
was knocked down by gne of the’ rob- 
bers. 

“Today was pay-day at the Roslyn 
mine and $40,000 arrived from Tacoma 
this morning. The robbers probably 
supposed that the money wds placed in 
the bank, though it was taken to the 
company’s office. They executed their 
plan inamanner which would have 
done credit to the James boys. Cashier 
Abernethy was writing when the first 
robber entered and turned to wait on 
the supposed customer, but found him- 
self facing a 45-caliber Colt’s revolver. 
A customer who had entered just after’ 
the first highwayman turned to go out, 
but dashed against a pair of Colts in 
the hands of the second robber. A 
third confederate entered, picked up 
Cashier Abernethy’s revolver and 
knocked hin down with it. He rose, 
his head streaming with blood, and was 
told to keep quiet if he wanted to live. 

“The thifd man then walked to the 
safe, which was open, took out coin and 
bills, shoved the money into a canvas 
bagand threw it over his shoulder. 
The three men then went out, joining 
two more men who had been stationéd 
so as guard all approaches. 

“S. A. Frasier, the assistant cashier, 
who was outside, grabbed a shot- 
gun, but one of the _ robbers 
bers stopped his progress by placing a 
bullet in his hip. A colored man was 
shot in the leg and several others had 
narrow escapes. One of the robbers 
held the reins of five splendid horses, 
and as soon as the vault was looted, all 
mounted, fired up and down the street 
and put spurs to their horses and 
dashed away, disappearing on the trail 
over the mountains north of Roslyn. 

“The Sheriff was notified and a large 
posse started in pursuit. It is believed 
that the robbers, cannot escape as the 
peculiar topography of the country will 
aid the officers. The manager of 
Abrams, Snipes & Co. arrived at Roslyn 
thisevening. He immediately offerea 
a reward of $1000 for the apprehen- 
sion of the robbers. This is supple- 
mented by an offer of the same amount 
by Cashier Ahernethy.”’

The ‘Kaiser Will Entorce Sanday Laws~— 
Interest in the Silver Question. 

Bern, Sept. 24.—[Copyright, 1892, 
by the New York Associated Press. ] 
The Emperor started yesterday for 
Rominten on a boar and deer hunt. 
He willreturn to Berlin at the end of 
the week and go to meet Emperor 
Francis Joseph at Vienna October 9. 
On the way to Vienna he will stop and 
attend the golden wedding of the Grand 
Duke of Saxe-Weimar. 

Despite the declared discontent on 
every side against the new law restrict- 
ing Sunday trading the government has 
decided to maintain it, but will author- 
ize the communal authorities to relax 
its provisions where they really inter- 
Tere with the comfort of the 
inhabitants. The Emperor, speaking 
to a member of the Berlin corporation, 
said that working people would soon 
learn the distinctive value of Sunday 
repose, and, once tasting it, would 
never desire to relinquish it. 

The Foreign Office has notified Will- 
iam Walter Phelps, the American Min- 
ister here, that the government will 
take measures to have Germany repre- 
sented in the various congresses held at 
Chicago next year. 

A committee of the German Union of 
Bankers has approved the participation 
of Germany in the international money 
conference. The banks eagerly watch 
the movement of silver and gold, and 
now are especially interested in the 
Austro-Hungarian convention toward a. 
gold currency. The gold received 
by the Austro-Hungarian Bank 
within the last six weeks amounted 
to 35,000,000 florins, inclyd- 
ing 8,500,000 florins in American 
eagles. 

The Austrian 
Finance Minister will issue a gold loan 
of 10,000,000 florins for minting pug- 
poses.

Habeas Corpus Proceedings Be- 
fore Judge Smith. 


‘A Mother Trying to Obtain Posses- 


sion of Her Child. 


A Rather Peculiar Case on Trial Be- 
fore Justice Stanton. 


The Meyer Family Divided Against Itself. 
The Son Charged With Threaten- 
ing the Life of His Father— ' 
General Court Notes. 


Mrs. Mitkuskiewitz yesterday swore 
out a writ of habeas. corpus to secure 
possession of her eldest daughter, a 
child about 4 years of age, which is 
now in charge of the father, and the 
same was heard by Judge Smith yester- 
day afternoon. Some days ago Mrs. 
Mitkuskiewitz commenced suit against 
her husband for divorce on the ground 
of cruelty. The couple have three chil- 
dren, and when they agreed to disagree 
the husband took possession of the eld- 
est child, leaving the younger ones with 
the mother. He further refused to al- 
low the mother to vitit the child in his 
custody. The mother stood this treat- 
ment until it became unbearable, and, 


hearing that her husband with the un- | 


pr ronounceable name had declared his 
ntention uf leaving the State and tak- 
ing the child with him, took steps to se- 
cure possession of it before it was too 
late. 

After hearing the facts in the case, 
Judge Smith made an order tothe effect 
that the child is not to be removed 
beyond the jurisdiction of the Court 
pending the divorce proceedings, and 
further that the mother should have 
free access to it at all proper hours, the 
father, on the other hand, being given 
the same rightsin regard to the other 
children. 

GRANTED A DIVORCE. 

Mrs. Lotta Colby was yesterday 
granted a divorce from her husband, 
Alonzo L. Colby, by Judge Smith, on- 
the ground of habitual intemperance. 
Coiby deserted .his family some time 
ago and went to Arizona, and has since 

made no provision for their support. 
He was in court yesterday, but made 
no objection to the decree being 
granted. There are two children, aged 
17 and 15 respectively, and a stipula- 
tion was entered, allowing them to take 
their choice as to which parent they

THE SOLDIER POET. 


By Charles F. Lammie.

[CONTINUED. 
But’ now to go back a little. The 
young officer who made that unparal- 
leled jump across the chasm at Acoma, 
pushed back the bridge-log, and so 
saved the lives of his comrades, and in- 
directly those of all the Spaniards in 
New Mexico, was Capt. Gasper Perez de 
Villagran. He was highly educated, be- 
ing a graduate of a Spanish university; 
young, ambitious, fearless and athletic: 
ahero among the heroes of the New 
World, and a chronicler to whom we are 
greatly indebted. The six extant cop- 
ies of the fat little parchment-bound 
book of his historical poem in thirty- 
four. heroic cantos are each worth many 
times their weight in gold. It is a pity 
we could not have hada Villagran for 
each of the campaigns of the Spanish 


scramble out of the pit, to the great 
of his faithful dog, 


poet speaks mot touchingly of this 
dumb companion of his long and peril- 
ous journey, and evidently loved it with 
the earnestness which only a brave man 
can give and a faithful dog merits. 

Starting again on foot, Villagran soon 
lost his way in the trackless wilderness. 
For four days and four nights he wan- 
dered without a morsel of food or a drop 
of water—for the snow had already 
disappeared. Many aman has fasted 
longer under equal hardships; _ but 
hunger is one thing. Only those who 
have tasted the thirst of the arid 
lands can form the remotest conception 
of the meaning of ninety-six hours with- 
out water. Two days of that thirst is 
often fatal to strong men, and that Vil- 
lagran endured four proves his wonder- 
ful vitality. At last, fairly dying of 
thirst, he was reduced to the sa 


neces- 
sity of kiiling his dog, which he did 
with tears of manly remorse. Calling 


the poor brute to him he dispatched it 
with hissword and ravenously drank 
the warm blood. This gave him 
strength to stagger on a little farther, 
and just as he was sinking into the sand 
to die he spied a little hollow in a large 
rock ahead. Crawling feebly to it he 
found that a little snow-water re- 
mainedin the cavity. About were a

pioneers of America, to tell us more of 
the details of those superhuman dan- 
gers and hardships, for most of the 
chroniclers of that day treat such epi- 
sodes as briefly ag we would a trip from 
New York to Boston. 

p The leaping of the chasm was not 
Capt. Villagran’s only connection with 
the bloody days at Acoma in the winter 
of 1598-99. He came very near being 
a victim of the first massacre, in which 
Juan de Zaldivar and his men peristied, 
and escaped that fate only to suffer 
hardships as dreadful as death. 

In the fall of 1598 four soldiers de- 
serted from Onate’s little army at San 
Gabriel, and the Governor sent Villagran 
with three or four soldiers to arrest 
them. It is hard to imagine what a 
sheriff? nowadays would say if called 
upon to follow four desperadoes nearly 
1000 miles across such a desert and 
with a posse so small. But Capt. 
Villagran kept the trail of the deserters 
and after a march of sonie 900 miles 
finally overtook them in Southern 
Chihuahua, Mexico. They made a 
desperate resistance. Two were killed 
bv the officers and twoescaped. Villa- 
grag lefthis little posse there andj re- 
traced nis dangerous 900 miles alone. 
Arriving at the pueblo of Puaray, on 
the west bank of the Rio Grande, oppo- 
site Bernalillo, he learned that his com- 
mander Onate had marched westward, 
bound for mMoqui. Villigran at once 
started aloné to follow his countrymen. 
The trail was easily followed, for the 
Spaniards had the only horses within 
what is now the United States; but the 
lonely traveler was beset with endless 


danger and hardship. He came in sight ° 


of Acoma justtoo late to witness the 
massacre of Juande Zaldivar, and the 
fearful fall of the five Spaniards. The 
survivors had already left the fatal 
spot; and when the natives saw a sol- 
itary Spaniard approaching, they de- 
scended from their rock citadel to sur- 
round and slay him. Villagran had no 
firearms—nothing but his sword, dag- 
erand buckler. Although he had no 
dea of the dreadfmM events which had 
just occurred, he became suspicious of 
the manner in which the Indians were 
hemming himin; and though his horse 
was gaunt from its enormous journey, 


fought his way throtgh the closing 
circle. He kept up his flight well 
into the night, making a long cir- 
cuit to avoid’ coming too near the

treacherous town, and at last got down 
exhausted from bis exhapsted horse and 
laid himself to rest upon the bare earth. 
When he awoke it was snowing hard 
and he was half covered with the cold, 
white blanket. Remounting, he pushed 
oninthe darkness to get as far from 
Acoma as possible ere daylight should 
betray him. Suddenly horse and rider 
fell into a deep pit which the Indians 
had dug for a trap and covered with 
brush and earth. The fall killed the 
poor horse, and Villagran was stunnea

few grains of corn, which seemed a 
god-send, and he devoured them greea- 
ily. He had now given upall hope of 
overtaking his commander and decided 
to try to walk that grim 200 miles back 
to San Gabriel. But he was too far 
gone for the bodv longer to obey the 
heroic soul, and would have perished 
miserably there by the little rock tank 
but for a strauge chance. 

As he lay there faint and helpless, he 
suddenly heard voices. He concluded 
that the Indians had trailed him, and 
gave himself up for lost—for he was too 
weak now to fight. But at last his ear 
caught thie accent of Spain; and though 
‘it was spoken by hoarse, rough soldiers, 
you may be sure it was to him the 
sweetest sound in all the world. It had 
chanced the night before that some of 
the horses of Onate’s camp strayed 
away, and a small squad of soldiers was 
sent out tocatchthem. In trailing the 
runaways, they came in sight of Capt. 
Villagran Luckily they saw him—for 
he was no longer able to run nor even 
callafter them. ‘lenderly they lifted 
up the dying olicer, an’ tenderly bore 
him back to camp; and there, under 
the gentle nursing of bearded men, he 
slowly recovered strength. and became 
in time the daring athlete of other davs. 
He accompanied Onate on that long, 
desert march. A few months later he 
was at the storming of Acoma, and per- 
formed astounding feat whica 
ranks high among the individual heio- 
isms of the New World.

CABRILLO A SPANIARD. 


The Coming Celebration—Historical 
accuracies. 

Los ANGELEs, Sept. 24.—|To the Edi- 
tor of Tue Times.| In a communication 
published in Tne Times, signed ‘‘San 
Diegan,’’ and also in the programmes 
sent out out by the Celebration Com- 
mittee, we are informed ‘‘that there 
will appear on the morning of the 28th 
inst., sailing into San Diego Bay, with 
sails full spread, flags and pennants 
flying, a facsimile of the flagship of 
Cabrillo, the Portuguese navigator, 
manned by Portuguese sailors, dressed 
inthe seafaring costumes of the fif- 
teenth century.’’ 

Here is historical blundering with a 
vengeance—the celebration of a great 
historiéal event and the very first scene 
on the panorama faisifying history. 
Neither Cabrillo por his crew were 
Portuguese. It was.a Spanish discov- 
ery, not a Portuguese. The expedition 
was made under the auspices of Vicoroy 
Mendoza, and was authorized by the 
King of Spain. 

While there is some unreliable his- 
torical evidence for the statement that 
Juan Rodriguez Cabrillo was Portuguese 
born, there is absolutely nune for the 
statement that his crew were Portu- 
guese. 

At tnat time a feud existed between 
the Spaniards and the. Portuguese. So 
loyal a Spaniard as Mendoza would 
never have entrustedan important ex- 
ploring expeditionto a Portuguese cap- 
tain and crew, 

Our San Diego friends should recast 
their historical tableaux, dress up those 
sailors inthe seafaring costume worn 
by the Spaniards of the sixteenth cen- 
tury, and give the honor of the discov- 
ery to spain and not to Portugal.

Career of a Famous Young Rail- 
way Manager. 


Maj. H. Walter Webb, of the New 
York Central. 


His Rise, Promotion and Executive 
Ability. 


A Brilliant Career—How Maj. Webb Han- 
died the Great Strike of 1890— 
His Personality and ‘ 
Generalship, 


Spectal Correspondence of The Times. 

New Yorks, Sept. 15.—In the spring 
of 1890 the directors of the New York 
Central Railroad determined to make 
some changes in the organization — 
changes which involved promotion of 
some of the abler officers of the road. 
Among other things which they voted 
to do was the creation of a new depart- 
ment, the head of which was to be 
elected third vice-president of the sys- 
tem, and to have supreme direction of 
the traffic ofthe road, both passenger 
and freight. He was to be held, in 
short, responsible for the management 
of such business as was offeredto this 
company. The choice for ‘this respon- 
sible office fellupon H. Walter Webb, 
and only a few weeks laterthis young 
man found himself face to face witha 
strike which was more threatening 
than any that had occurred upon the 
road perhaps in its existence, certainly 
since the great strike year of 1877. 

Recently Vice-President Webb has

been called to face another emergency 
of the same sort, and these two experi- 
ences have fixed@attention upon him as 
one of the great railway managers of 
the United States. Men who do not 
know Maj. Webb are asking one 
another something about his person- 
ality, his imtellectual qualities, as the 
generalship which he displays, not only 
in strike crises, but in those more si- 
lent but in some respects equally des- 
perate battles which railroad compan- 
ies as competitors of other railroad 
companies are constantly fighting. 

Maj. Webbis one of the sons of that 
distinguished politician and editor of 
the time when the Whig party was 
fighting its battles, Gen. James Watson 
Webb. Great as were Gen. Webb's 
achievements in the political world, 
when he cameto old age he took greater 
pride in the promise which was already 
beginning to be fulfilled of raisinga 
family of boys who would gain distinc- 
tion perhaps equal to that which was 
gained by the famous Field or Wash- 
burn or Sherman or Woolcott families. 

Walter Webb in his youth showed 
some taste for engineering, and he was 
placed in the Columbia College School 
of Mines, which is the scientific depart- 
ment of that institution, and was at the 
head of his class some twenty years 


ago. After raduation, however, 
young Webb felt some inclination 
toward a career at the bar. He grati- 


fied itto the extent of studying, being 
admitted and hanging out his shingle 
fora brief time. His legal education 
was of value to him, though only in 
other achievements toward which he 
began to drift soon after he opened his 
office. An opportunity opened for him 
togointo the banking and brokerage 
business, and for some vears he was 
busy in stadying the mysteries of Wall 
street and in learning the market,value 
of the securities there bartered in. 

Almost accidentally he drifted into 
the railway business. His brother, Dr. 
Seward Webb, who had married one of 
the daughters of Willfam H; Vanderbilt, 
became interested in the palace car 
company which the Vanderbilts con- 
trolled, and when Webster Wagner, the 
president of the company, met his sud- 
den deat, having been crushed between 
two of hisown carsin a railway colli- 
sion, Dr. Webb became president of the 
company, and invited his brother to ac- 
cept an official post in connection with 
it. Walter Webb had not been in the 
railway business a month before both 
he and his employers discovered that he 
had peculiar qualifications for this busi- 
ness. It seemed to fascinate him. He 
was no pompous official fond of sitting 
in richly-carpeted rooms and issuing 
orders with heavy dignity.” He was 
everywhere. He studied the science of 
railway car building; he skirmished 
around among the shops; he was not 
afraid of dirt nor of putting on a jumper 
and a pair of overalls if necessary; and 
as a consequence he soon had not only 
mastered those duties he was employed 
to perform, but being full of sugges- 
tionsand devoted to his avocation, he 
was speedily promoted. He 
really while an officer an apprentice- 
ship, working harder than any other 
employé, never thinking about hours or 
salary, but only bent on learuing the 
business. . 

In the railway business such a person 
moves rapidly toward the top. The 
history of railway corporations in the 
United States furnishes many such in- 
stances. Social influence, political 
pulls as they are called, family pres- 
tige, count for nothing in the develop- 
ment of railway men. Nothing but 
fidelity and capacity have any influence 
with directors in the selection of execu- 
tive officers. Any other course would 
be perilous. 

Therefore, when the time came for 
this corporation, one of the greatest in 
the worldin railway management, to 
place a competent man at the head of 
its traffic business, Maj. Webb was se- 
lected, and so thoroughly has he justi- 
fied that choice that at the time a few

MA. WERB'S QUALIFICATIONS. 

Chief among Maj. Webb's qualifica- 
tions for this work is his devotion to 
business. His college training as an 
engineer has served him well, and his 
legal knowledge has been of great 
value to him in the two great emer- 
gencies which he was calied of 
a sudien to face when many 
of the employés of the road 
went out on strike. He lives ‘not 
five minutes’ walk from his office, and 
he is frequently there as early as 7 
o'clock in the morning. In the summer 
when he is at his country place he 
takes the first train into the city, 
while the bankers and brokers and pro- 
fessional men who live near him do not 
follow until two or three hours later. 
He rarely leaves his office before 6 
o'clock, and somietimes is there until 
late at night. His office is a place of 
comfort, but not of luxury. Maj. Webb 
is democratic in his relations with 
men, and none ofthe red tape which 
prevails in some of the great cor- 
poration offices annoys visitors who 
desire to see him. If a delega- 
tion of engineers or switchmen or 
from any other of the employés 
call, Maj. Webb receives them in a 
manner which serves their self-respect. 
There is neither condescension nor 
haughtiness in his relations with them. 
The writer ias seen Maj. Webb receive 
hard-handed employés and, within an 
hour, be in association with a group of 
millionaires, fellow-directors of his in 
the great bank which is located near

Webb is one of 
the most quiet, self-contained and 


serene mannered of all railway man- 
agers. 
HIS GENERALSHIP. 

When just after he became, vice-pres- 
ident he was called upon to face a most 
dangerous strike, railway men said that 
he had been put to test too early, and 
some of them feared that he would not 
be equal tothe responsibility. Depew 
was in Europe, Cornelius Vanderbilt in 
Newport and members of the executive 
board scattered here and there. Maj. 
Webb immediately made of his office a 
camping-place. He collected his staff 
about him. The strikers had control of 
the approaches to New York city and 
traffic was paralyzed. He first took 
pains to discover how many of the men 
were out, and also to learn what their 
precise grievance was. If it was a 
question of time or wages, or any other 
thing over which there had been misun- 
derstanding or business disagreement, 
he believed that the trouble could be 
speedily settled. He found, instead, 
that it was a matter of discipline; that 
the men protested against certain rules 
which the subordinate officers had 
found necessary, as they believed, in 
order to maintain discipline. The 
strikers objected to the discharge of 
certain men who were reported disobe- 
dient or incompetent, and when Maj. 
Webb heard this he said in a quiet way 
to his staff: ‘This isa point this com- 
pany cannot yield. The stockholders 
must retain the right to manage in their 
own way this property.”’ 

Then he called upon his resources. 
He sent agents to procure men to take 
the places of the strikers. He called 
upon the police force of New York for 
protection and got it. Night and day 
for seventy-two hours he left his office 
for only afew moments ata time. He 
caught catnaps and two nights did not 
sleep a wink. And when the railway 
men connected with other lines found 
out what he was doing, they said: 
‘There is a young general in command 
at the Grand Central station,”’ 

In his conferences with leaders of 
labor organizations, Maj. Weob’s legal 
knowledge was of the greatest service 
to him, and Mr. Powderly himself, who 
met him in conference several times, 
was greatly impressed by his tact, cool- 
ness, goéd temper and his firmness as 
well. 

When Dr. Depew returned from Enu- 
rope not a sign of the strike appeared. 
Cornelius Vanderbilt, constantly in- 
formed over the wire at his Newport 
home of what was going on, deemed it 
unnecessary to come to the city. 

- At the first mutterings of the strike 
at Buffalo, information of which was 
sent to Maj. Webb by telegraph, he 
touched his electric bell, the messenger 
who answered received an order which 
wastakentothe proper authority, and 
within haif an hour Maj. Webb was 
aboard his private car speeding over 
the tracks at the rate of fifty miles an 
hour, and before dawn next morning he 
was in Buffalo. His part in that con- 
vulsion is a matter of too recent history 
to be necessary to describe. 

Mas. WEBB PERSONALLY. 


In physiccz:. appearance Maj. Webb 
does not at all suggest the typical rail- 
way manager. He is of slight figure, 
medium stature, erect in carriage. He 
cares nothing for social pleasures of 
the fashionable set. His home and his 
office are hislife. He is not aciubman. 
- He takes no conspicuous part in politics, 
although he has strong political views, 
but itis safe to say thatnota dozen 
men employed by his company know 
whether he it a Republican or a Demo- 
crat. He isastrong churchman, being 
a vestryman and one of the most active 
members of one of the uptown Episco- 
pal churches, aad if the millionaires 
contributed sums proportionate to their 
wealth as greatas those he gives for 
church work, his church would have an 
enormous income. Maj. Webb is a 
great believer in the future possibilities 
of fast railway travel. He has studied 
this development with great care, and 
with such results that he is sow run- 
ning daily the fastest railway train in 
the world, making nearly a mile a min- 
ute consecutively for 450 miles.

Moscow, September 7, 1892.—The 
vreatly excited at the en- 
croachments of the Russians upon the 
Asiatic provinces bordering upon their 
Indian The fact is that 
Russia regards Central Asia as her ter- 
ritory, and she is adding to her Asiatic 
possessions much faster than the world 
realizes. While lwasin Pekin a year 
oer so ago heard the Chinese growling 
atthe way in which she was inching 
upon them. Every vear or so Russia 
would move the boundary line a little 
bit farther down, and she has so en- 
larged Siberia that the country contains 
more than four million square miles, 
and it promises ‘to be one of the most 
valuable countries of the world of the 
future. The wheat area of Siberia is 
rapidly increasing. and there is a vast 
emigration going on from Russia into 
Siberia, which promises to change the 
faceofthecountry. TheSiberiantrade 
of Russia already amounts to millions 
of dollars a year. and on the Volga 
von see caravans of boats loaded with 
jron and wheat and salt, which have 
been brought from Siberia to Perm and 
thence floated down the Kama Riyer 
into the Volga and up the Volga 
to Nijni-Novgorod , from whence they 
go by rail over the empire. The 
increase in Asiatic exports and im- 
ports since the building of the new rail- 
road to Samarcand is wonderful. This | 
road has been in operation only about 
five years, and itis already paying ex- 
venses and a moderate interest on the 
Eeventmnent. It runs more than 1000 
miles right into the heart of Asia, and 
it brings you within about 500 miles of 
the railroads in India. Indeed, I had 
thought of taking this road to Samar- 
cand and thence making my way by 
caravan and by boat across Afghanistan 
to Quetta or Peshauwr, whence I would 
ave taken the railroad to Calcutta, 
and thence have gone back to America 
by way of San Francisco, makiug a tour 
of the world inthis way. 1 find, how- 
ever, that my time-is too limited for 
me to carry out this project, but I pro- 
pose it for one of the globe-trotters of 
the future. It would be a new and orig- 
inal route, andl am convinced that the 
trip could be made at the expenditure 
of alittle nerve and some money. It 
ought not to take more than a month to 
get through from Samarcand to Lahore, 
and atthis point you would bein the 
heart of the wonders of North India. 
The English fear to build a road to con- 
nect with the Russian line, but the Rus- 
sians are pushing their road right on, 
and if they are let alone they will open 
up all parts of Asia. 

HOW THE RUSSIANS BUILD RAILROADS. 

The recent famine has increased rail- 
road building in Russia, and a number 
of new roads have been commenced in 
order to give the starving peasants 
something to do. There is a new line 
being built along the Caspian Sea, and 
the Tartar city of Kazan is being con- 
nected with the railway system of the 
Volga. The chief of the railway 
branch of the Interior Department of 
St. Petersburg, with whom I talked the 
other day, tells me that the work on 
the Transsiberian road is still going on 
and that about 150 miles of it have 
been built from Vladivostock, on the 
Pacific to the west, and that the work 
is advancing in other parts of Si-

beria. This Siberian road will run 
from Vladivostock across’ Siberia 
to Russia, and it is estimated that 
when it is completed passengers 


will be able to go from Moscow to Viad- 
ivstock in fifteen days, and the time 
around the world ought to be then re- 
duced to less than fifty davs. lam told 
that the road will cost about $100,- 
000,000. The Russian government has 
made surveys of ail the possible routes, 
and the one that will probably be adopt- 
ed willtake advantage of the naviga- 
ble rivers on the way and will by this 
means be able to largely reduce the 
amount of track. If an all-rail route is 
made it will be nearly 5000 miles 
through Siberia alone and it will cost 
$170,000,000. By the use of the riv- 
ers the necessary track can be cut down 
from 8000 to 2000 miles, but in this. 
case the road will be practically useless 
for six months of the vear on account 
of the freezing of the rivers and lakes 
during the winter. Gen. Annenkoff, 
the builder of the Transcaspian road. 
estimates that the Siberian road can be 
completed in five years, and that by 
1897 we may have trains ranning from 
the Baltic to the Pacific. This road 
will open up some of the richest wheat- 
growing countries of the world and it 
- will enable machinery to be taken to 
the Siberian gold mines, which are now 
practically unworked for the lack of it. 
Siberia is being rapidly colonized by 
the Russians, but the country is so vast 
that they can make but little impression 
uponit. This railroad would increase 
the immigration from about 10,000 a 
Year, which it is now. to hundreds ef 
thousands, and it will result in the 
opening up of North Asia to civiliza- 
tion. 
TRANSCASPIAN ROAD. 

The fate of this Siberian road will 
probably be the same as the Transcas- 
pian. Itis being built by the govern- 
ment as a military line, but it will 
eventually become a great commercial 
highway. The Transcaspian road is 
well constructed and well managed. It 
was largely made by Asiatic labor and 
it cost only a little over $10,000 a mile. 
The ordinary workmen upon it received 


steam and this steam converts the oil 
into a spray before it meets the flame, 
and it is so regulated that a steady hot 
fire is produced. The fire in the boiler 
is first started With coarse, heavy grass 
or wood, and it takes a pressure of 
about five pounds to work the steam jet. 
The engineers like it much better than 
wood, and I found that most of the boats 
on the Volga.River used petrotetm 
their engines. The petroleum comes 
from the vast Russian oil fields which 
lie along the Caspian Sea, and it is 
shipped up the Volga in bulkin oil ships, 
which are great iron tanks in the shape 
of barges and which carry thousands 
upon thousands of gallons. At various 
points along the Volga there are vast 
oil tanks such as you see in Pennsyl- 
vania, and a great deal of oil is stored 
underground in wells that are made for 
it. It is carried into the cars by means 
of pipes, and the same sort of tank cars 
are used here for the shipping of petro- 
leum that you find in America. These 
cars ship about 250,000,000 gallons of 
oil a year, and though this big city of 
Moscow is just on the edge of the 
Russian forests a large number of its 
factories use petroleum for fuel and 
find it much cheaper. 

IN THE LAND OF FORESTS. : 

North Russia is the land of forests, 
and if you will draw a line right across 
Russia through Moscow or a little above 
it nearly allof the territory north of 
this willbe made up of dense woods. 
The locomotives of north Russia burn 
wood and they have engines like our 
old-camel-backs, with high smokestacks 
shaped like a funnel, and with great 
racks at the back of the engine, which 
are piled high, with cord wood. The 
wood is loaded by men who carry it up 
on their backs. It keeps two firemen 
constantly busy throwing this wood into 
the engine, and at nearly every station 
you will see acres of wood piles ready 
for the reloading of the engines. The 
engine which took me from the frontier 
to St. Petersburg was fired up in this 
way, and the sweet smell of burning 
wood was pleasanter far than the sul- 
phuric coal which was burned by the 
trains which carried us through Ger- 
many. I find the roads here well 
lasted, and in the thousands of miles 
which I have now traveled in Russia I 
have yet to find a rough road or one 
that is badly managed. The trains 
are always on time and the road 
beds are wonderfully well kept. The 
road between St. Petersburg and the 
frontier is weeded as carefully as the 
best kept garden, and Isaw women on 
their knees scraping out the weeds be- 
tween the ties with knives. In travel- 
ing over the black plain I saw men 
smoothing up the ballast on the road 
where it had become roughened,and no- 
where have [seena piece of bad road 
bed. ‘The ties are wooden, the raiis are 
of steel, and at every cross road there 
stands a Russian peasant girl with a 
flag in her hand, which she holds up 
until the train goes by. This picture is 
one of the most lasting ones of Russian 
travel. Whether the iron horse ploughs 
his way through the black plain, 
whether he shrieks as he gallops through 
the mighty forests or whistles going 
through the rich agricultural lands of 
the west, this bare-headed, bare-footed 
Russian Venus, ina bright calico dress, 
is there to meet him. She keeps guard 
over the roadand sheis the emblem 
of the Czar. Another emblem of 
the Czar is the policemen at the sta- 
tion. Each station has its civil officers 
in uniform, and in* addition to these 
there is a gendarme or a policeman who 
is appointed from St. Petersburg and 
who marches up and down the platform 
allday long with spurs on his high- 
topped boots and with a great sword at 
his side. He wears a red cap; witha 
feather jn it, and he acts as, though he 
owned the road. Itook a photograph 
of one of these men and came near 
being arrested for it. The man ob- 
jected violently, but he did not know 
the picture was taken until the train 
was about to leave. and I laughed at 
him as I stood on the rear car with my 
kodak in my hand while the train was 
carrving us away. It takes about tive 
minutes to start a train in Russia. 
There isa bell at every station, and 
this is rung three times before the train 
leaves. You cantell by the taps just 
how much time you have. First there 
is one tap, then after an interval of a 
couple of minutes two taps are sounded 
onthe bell and two minutes after this 
three taps are rung, when, after a shrill 
whistle from the station master the 
train gets ready to start. 

QUEER RAILROAD FEATURES. 

There are many queer features in 
Russian railway management. The 
Russian cars are like no other cars, jin 
Europe! They are~half European and 
half American. They are of three 
classes and the rates are no higher than 
they are in the United States. The dis- 
tance from St. Petersburg to Moscow is 
400 miles and the road is as straight as 
astring. There are five trains every 
day, andittakes about ten days to go’ 
from one point to the other on an ex- 
press train. There is a difference in 
fare on the express over the ordinary 
train, and the first-class express rates 
are 35 cents a mile, while the second 
class, which is almost as good, are only 
2% cents, and the third class are less 
than 2 cents a mile, I have traveled 
quite a good deal in second-class cars 
and I find them very comfortable. The 
most of the well-to-do Russians patron- 
ize the second-class cars, and, as one is 
expected to carry his own bedding, by | 
the use of a little feeing, youcan save 
money and make yourself comfortable. 
1 found it very inconvenient even in the 
first-class sleeper during the first part 
ofmy presenttour. I had neither soap 
nor towels with me and! had to rely 
upon the guards for these as well as for 
my pillows and bedding. In none ofthe 
sleepers do they expectto furnish you 
much more thana place to lie down 
upon. You are expected to carry your 
own sheets, andin a first-class hotel, 
whicn I found at Saratoff, I had to make 
a very pronounced kick before I could 
getany bedding. There was a mat- 
tress on the iron springs, but there were 
neither sheets or pillow-cases, and the 
nights were cold. Aftera time I got 
a rather comfortable outfit for the 
night, but the next day I .found 
thatthis was all charged up in my 
bill and i have hadto pay for bedding 
at half a dozen hotels since then. The

engineers here that a pound of oil will 
‘produce twice as much steam as a pound 
of coal.

1‘ 
remember a swallowtail waiter who 
made me pay 35 cents fora cake of 
soap atthe hotel at Nijni. I wanted a 
towel and in order to convey that idea 
to him I rubbed my hands over my face 
as though | was drying it. He rushed 
off and brought mea piece of soap. It 
was wrapped up in tinted paper and he 
tore off the wrapper. before I could tell 
him thatI didn’t want soap. He then 


was chargedin my bill, whereupon I 
ordered him to bring it back and took it 


with me, asI had to pay the bill any- 
bow. 


RAILROAD RESTAURANTS. 

The Russians are always gorging. 
The “average mati is a glutton, and I 
have seen slender, etherial, esthetic- 
looking Russian girls during the past 
week who could get away with more 
solids and liquids than any beefy En- 


to eat atevery station, and the beauty 
of itis youcan find something gocd to 
eat every time the train stops. I wish 
Icould show you a plate of Russian 
soup. One plate is big enough for a 
meal, but the Russians take it only as 
an appetizer. The favorite soup is 
called stachee, and it is made of cab- 
bage and other vegetables with a piece 
-of meat about four 
twoinches thick in the middle of it. 
In addition to this they bring youa 
bowl of thick cream, which is some- 
times sour and sometimes fresh, to pour 
into it in order to give it a body, and 
this molasseg-like mixture you eat, and 
you like it. It is not bad, I assuré you. 
ButI have never found myself able to 
get beyond the first course, for after 
you have taken the liquid part of the soup 
you are expected to carve upand eat the 
meat, and the meat forms quite a meal 
in itself. ‘The trains usually make long 
stops at the stations and from thirty to 
forty minutes for a dinner is not 
uncommon. Atevery station peddlers 
come around with fruits, cakes and 
drinkables, and a common sight is the 
old fellow with the samovarin which 
he makes tea and serves to all who will 
buy. It makes no difference how hot it 
is this man always wears his overcoat, 
and a long-visored cap usually shrouds 
his eves. Heis generally bearded and 
has a fat, jolly face like thatof Santa 
Claus. His tea is good and he serves it 
witha bitoflemon anda lumpof the 
hardest sugar you have ever put be- 
tween yourteeth. If vou drink the tea 
like he does youwill put a lomp of 
sugar between your teeth and suck the 
tea through this, and the chances are 
that when you get as old as he is your 
teeth will be in the decayed condition 
of his. Nine-tenths of the Russian 
peasants have bad teeth and there is 
more chance for good enterprising 
dentists here than anywhere else in the 
world. I don’t doubt but that there are 
500,000,000 cavities ready at this 
writing in this empire for 500,000,- 
000 gold or amalgam plugs, and the 
Russian with sound teeth is the 
exception. 

= THIRD-CLASS CARS. 
It is wonderful how much travel is 
done by the poor ciass in Russia. The 
third-class cars are always full. They 
are more like cattle cars than anything 
else. There are no cushions on the 
seats and the people are crowded in in 
allsortsof ways. They are not sup- 
posed to have any rights that the rail- 
road officials are bound to respect, and 
I saw one man knocked down and shoved 
back into the station just as the car was 
about to start just because he did not 
have his ticket in his hand. He told 
the guard that the party of peasants 
with whom he was traveling had the 
ticket and they had already gotten on 
thecars, but this did him no good, and 
though he cried and howled he was held 
back while the car bore his friends and 
his family away. The peasant cannot 
travel in Russia without a passport. I 
have not had to show my passport at 
the railroad depots except when I came 
into Russia, but the peasant dare not 
go from one part of Russia to the other 
without permission of the local govern- 
ment under whichhe lives, and he is 
asked to show his passport at the ticket 
office. At Tamboff [ saw a_ whole 
crowd of peasants who were about to 
immigrate to another province. Each 
had his passport in his band and they 
stoodin single file waiting for their 
turns to buy their tickets. It was at 
this same station that Isaw my first 
prison car. These Russian roads have 
cars especially devoted to the carrying 
of prisoners, andthe prisoners which 
are taken from here to Siberia go by 
rail to Nijni-Novogrod, whence they 
are put on»prison boats and are carried 
down the Volga and up the river Kama 
to Perm, and thence start on their 
march tothe wilds of Siberia. These 
cars had iron bars and windows, and 
they are guarded by soldiers who are 
ready toshoot any whotryto escape. 
The cars themselves are third-class 
ones and the prisoners sit on hard 
boards rather than cushions. 
THE LUGGAGE ARRANGEMENTS. 


It don’t pay to carry much baggage 
in Russia. I have a trunk with me that 
weighs about 200 pounds, and it costs 
me $5 every time I move. Only forty 
pounds of baggage is allowed witha 
ticket here, andthe excessis always 
charged for. There is no charge, how- 
ever, for packages carried inside the 
cars, and the result is that every,gpas- 
senger has a half dozen bundles, and the 
cars are filled with packages and bas- 
kets and trunks with handles on them. 
The poorer classes carry all their bag- 
gage into the cars with them, and, as 
the most of them are too poor toowna 
trunk, they wrap their goods up in 
cloths and carry them in bundles on 
their backs. If they have to wait over 
night at the station they throw these 
bundles down fora pillow and sleep on 
the stones, and a common sight at 
almost any of these stations is a Russian 
peasant family, the father of which is 
generally sleeping and the mother 
either chatting with her neighbors or 
engaged in the never-ending search for 
the animals which infest her children’s 
heads. 
RUSSIA’S GREATEST NEED. 

Railrodds are Russia's greatest need. 
The present era of railroad building is 
producing but little in comparison with 
what Russia should have in iron tracks. 
One of the great causes of her recent 
famine was the lack of. transportation, 
and there are millions of acres of good 
land here which might be made valnu- 
able by railroads. Such railroads as 
the country has have been builtas mili- 
tary roads rather than with regard to 
the agricultural and commercial neces- 
sities of the country. and some of the 
best parts of Russia are not tapped by 
roads. Russiain Europe is two-thirds 
the size of the United States and she 
has in her empire about twice as many 
people as we have. Still we have one 
mile of railway for every 400 people 
in the country and Russia has only one 
mile to every 5000. We have more 
than eight times as many miles of rail- 
road as Russia or sixteen times as 
many in proportion to our popula- 
tion. If you will take your map of 
Russia you will see that there is 
scarcely a line of road inthe yast area 
of Russia north of the line running 
from Moscow to St. Petersburg, and I 
am told that there are more than 10,- 
000,000 people in this territory. Si- 
beria has, 4,000,000 people, and its 
resources are among the greatestvin the 
world, but with the exception of this 
line which is being built from Vliadivos- 
tock it has no road worth speakin® of, 
and there are right in the heart of 
South Russia vast provinces which have 
been comparatively untouched by rail- 
road. The United States is very much 
like the Russian empire in that it is an 
agricultural country, and with us the 
average distance ofthe center of pro- 
duction from the nearest railroad is less 
than four miles. Here in Russia it is 
240 miles. In Belgium this distance is 
about two miles, in England it is three 
miles and over the whole great Ameri 
can continent itis only thirteen miles 


Russia is, perhaps, the most undevel 
oped-good country in the world today. 
What it needs is good capital and rail- 
roads allied to good government. If it 
ever gets these if will be the great 
country of the future.

CAPT. MERRY's ADDRESS, 

Mr. Presidents ladies Gnd gentlemen of the 
Chamber of Commerce: Addressing a Los 
Angeles audience for the first time, my 
mind reverts to two good friends of the 
great and beneficent work which I shall 
present to you this evening—J. E. Hollen- 
beck and E. F. Spence were both citizens of 
such personal merit that our country, man- 
kind, and the world have few like them to 
spare. Mr. Hollenbeck was an intimate 
friend twenty-five years ago, in Nicaragua, 
whence he came to your city. believing 
then, as when he died, in the great canal. 
From his acquaintance with Mr. Hollenbeek 
and his knowledge of the merits of the 
work, Mr. Spence was also made a warm 
friend. Both have gone to their rest in 
honor and peace. But the world moves on, 
and while I must regret that both should 
not have lived to realize their anticipa- 
tions, I have confidence that with prophetic 
vision they gauged the future correctly. 
Peace to their ashes and honor to their 
memories. 

Ido not propose this evening to describe 
to youthe Nicaragua Canal; that might 
alone occupy an entire evening. If de- 
scriptive informacion is wanted I have it 
at your service in 6 ape form, to be read 
at your leisure, When you can appreciate 
the genius of modern engineering which 
has evolved the splendid and minute sur- 
veys to be used in construction. I propose, 
instead, to make plain to you, if I can, the 
conditions which now surround the enter- 
prise; what your people and the Pacific 
Coast may expect from it, and under what 
conditions it can be constructed cheaply 
and for the advantage of our country and 
our commerce. »>¥ou are aware that the 
Maratime Canal Company of Nicaragua has 
been chartered by the United States Gov- 
ernment and has to make asworn annual 
report ot its condition and finances once a 
year tothe Interior Departmept at Wash- 


Costa Rica $1,500,000 and the remaining

to complete the canal. The President ap. 
points five United States engineers, who 
make stated examinations, and, on their 
report to him of the value of the work com.

President appoints six, Nicaragua one, and 
eight are elected. As the 70 per cent. of 
the stock “in escrow’’ has voting power 
the Government elects the remaining eight 
directors, or all the directors except one 
are its representatives. 

The Government has the right to purch. 
ase at par value any or all of the hypothe- 
cated stock at any time prior to the matu. 
rity of the bonds, which it would be likely 
todo, as before the bonds mature the 
stock will be worth a large premium, as it 
is at Suez, now selling at 570 in London 
and earning 20 per cent dividends. 

If the advocates of government control 
can suggest any amendments 4o this bill 
more conservative, such action will be in 
the line of progress, but mere obstructions 

thout suggestions can arise from only 
one motive, and that antagonistic to the 
public welfare.

The political conditions connected with 
the canal are of great interest to American 
citizens and necessary to a fairunderstand- 
ing of the question. During the Arthur ad- 
ministration a treaty was negotiated with 
Nicaragua, called the Zavalla-Frelinghuy- 
sen treaty, from the names of the respec- 
tive statesmen who made it. This treaty 
provided for the construction of the canal 
by the United States Government as a gov- 
ernment work: it secured a joint sover- 
eignty with Nicaragua over two and a half 
miles on each side of the canal; the right 
to fortify its terminals, and its manage- 
ment by the United States Government, 
with a minority of the proceeds payable to 
Nicaragua. This treaty was ratified by the 
Senate of Nicaragua, an@) while before the 
Senate of the United States was withdrawn 
by Mr. Cleveland, who had meauwhile ar- 
sumed office. I do not meption. this ada- 
versely to Mr. Cleveland. was ~xer- 
cising his prerogative, and it .is-under- 
stood was acting on the suggestion of his 
Secretary of State, Mr. Bayard.” 

The treaty was not returned to the Sen- 
ate, but a message was sent to that body 
stating that Mr, Cleveland did not approve 
of the treaty, fearing that. it might oaaae 
foreign complications, and that he woul 
encourage the construction of the canal by 
an American company, which assertion he 
made good by afterward signing the in- 
corporation act of the Marit}me Canal Com- 
pany of Nicaragua. The réjection of this 
treaty was a mortification to the govern- 
ment of Nicaragua, and it is not possible 
under existing conditions to renew it. Had 
it been ratified the canal would today be 
open, to your great advantage. 

When this untoward result had been 
reached, about twenty American citizens 
organized the ‘‘Nicaragua Canal Associa- 
tion’ and applied to the government of 
Nicaragua and Costo Rica for a concession 
to build the canal, paying Nicaragua $100,- 
000 in gold as an evidence of good faith. 
The Maritime Canal Company of Nicaragua 
was then formed, and applied to Congress 
for a charter, which was granted, with 
provisions meeting the requireménts of 
Cleveland and Mr. Bayard's policy; 
construction by an American company 
under Government control, so far as a 
charter could control~ofcourse funds for 
construction were to be obtainedjanywhere. 
Otherwise the charter is a conservative 
and restrictive document, as you will per- 
ceive.

Now let us consider how the canal will 
help the Pacific Coast,and especially South- 
ern California. Iwill only allude to the 
immense markets open to our Northwest- 
ernlumber trade; to our wheat trade 
changed from a six months’ gamble over 
15,000 miles of ocean to a basis of twenty- 
five days and a cash market; to every 
branch of industry and commerce which 
will feel the quickened pulse of 10,000 
miles distance and over 100 days time ob- 
literated. This has always been our disad- 
vantage—we are at the outposts of the 
world’s commerce and inuustry. Calcutta, 
Bombay and Madras are better situated 
than California, because they have dis- 
carded the Cape of Good Hope and use the 
Suez Canal. 

How especially will the canal benefit 
Southern California and Los Angeles?

Refrigerator cars must use ice and with ice 
a dry atmosphere is difficult to obtain, 
Then trans-shipment is injurious as well as 
expensive. When steamships with modern 
refrigeratoré are prepared at San Pedro, 
Redondo or Santa Monica, to receive the 
products of Southern California occhards 
and farms, andtoland them in Northern 
Europe or our Atlantic coast in eighteen to 
twenty-five days at } acent per pound, or 
less, you will no longer think of where you

can preduce; you~ cannot grow too much, 
for the millions of Europe will forthe first 
time learn what Southern California pro- 
duces by actual use. Luxuries will become 
accessible to the masses, in the products of 
your soil. Truly Southern California 
should welcome the canal as the great de- 
sideratum of her position—a God send to 
all within its borders.

People are deterred from coming 
here on account of cost, and transportation 
is too high for the producer. Climate is 
something; a fertile soilis something, but 
bread and butter are almost everything to 
the settler and his family.

The 
railway systems that are now ready to 
fighteach other for overland trafic will 
change their policy when the canal is open, 
and about face for distribution from, as 
well as carrying to, the Pacific Coast.

new maritime routes by which ports on the 
Pacific Ocean and on the Atlantie Ocean 
will be brought nearer to each other, thus 
facilitating and developing commerce be- 
tween them, and 

WHEREAs, the construction of said canal 
will; by the shortening of distances between 
each port, tend.to restore to the merchant 
marine of this country the transportation 
of commerce now diverted from it. 

Resolved, thatin the opinion of the Na- 
tional Board of steam Navigation there is 
no public work in the country better calcu- 
lated to advance the interests of shipping 
throughout the world than the Nicaragua 
Canal, 

Resolved, thatin view of the special im- 
portance of thiscanal to the commercial in- 
terests of ourown country andtothe politi- 
cal as well as the social welfare of our peo- 
ple, this body heartily indorses the declara- 
tion of both political parties made on the 
subjectin their respective platforms, and 
commends the enterprise to all patriotic 
Americans. 

Resclved, that the magnitude of the 
project and its value to our country de- 
mand that it be kept under our control, and 
we, therefore, respectfully suggest to the 
representatives of tbe people in Congress 
to devise such means as they may deem 
wise to carry the work to a speedy and eco- 
nomical completion, so that it may be for- 
ever an “American canal under American 
control.”

The circular is based upon the advice of 
our attorneys that the law is unconstitu- 
tional and in violation of treaty rights. 
The reasons given therefore are as follows: 

The law makes no distinction between 
Chinese who are aliens and Chinese who 
are citizens of the United States. 

A citizen of the Chinese race is entitled to 
the same rights and privileges in this 
country as any Caucasian citizen. 

No law can be passed which is intended 


to apply to one class of citizens as against 
other classes.

Isaw a_ bright-eved 
week, over whose curly head but two 


years and a half have passed, who, 
watching her little brother, a few days 
old, was musing over the mystery of 
life. The little brain was very active, 
and into the blue eyes came a look of 
wonder as she examined the baby’s 
hands and its small, dimpled feet and 
tiny face, and at length she looked up 
inguiringly and asked: “Papa, did 
mamma make little baby bruzzér?”’ 

That was the logic of childhood, an 
intuitive recognition of the fact that 
every effect must have acause. I do 
not think that we ordinarily appreciate 
fully the capacity of the logical powers 
of young children. With the develop- 
ment of intelligence these powers are 
active fortes, even with children who 
have scarcely passed beyond their baby- 
hood, and in those early vears the child 
stands in need of judicious training and 
wise counsels no less than he does a 
few years later. 

How very close must be the observa- 
tion of the child. He comes into the 
world knowing nothing. He has no 
language: no knowledge of his sur- 
roundings, the littke mind a blank, but 
still ready to receive impressions, 
ready fer development and unfolding. 
The eye and the ear and his sense of 


touch are his only helpers. ~Through 
these his carliest knowledge must 
come. How closely he must note 


everything that passes before him. 
Sight and sound and tonch are his 
teachers, and it is not so very long be- 
fore his reasoning powers are awakened. 
He puts this andthat together and the 
littie infantile brain assumes that they 
have a meaning, and that certain re- 
lations exist between what he sees and 
hears, and slowly. very slowly, his dor- 
mant powers are quickened, and intelli- 
gent thought is established. That once 
accomplished and how quick he is to 
learn. Impressions are deep and last- 
ing, and in less than three years he be- 
comes familiar enough with a language 
to make his wants known, to express 
his pleasure or his sorrow at whatever 
affects him. He is mentally alert and 
active. 

Taking all this into consideration, can 
you not see how essential it is that the 
child is carefully guarded and wisely 
trained in those plastic years, and that 
only the best influences surround him? 
When you stopco consider his quick 
powers of observation, and that every 
day he learns some fresh, new lesson 
from experience, can you ever deem 
that it does not matter much what his 
sutroundings and associations are, and 
say asl have heard so many mothers 
say, “O baby doesn’t understand; it 
would be very different if he were 
older.’’ 

I assert that it is impossible for us to 
determine just how early baby does be- 
ginto understand the wrong and be- 
comes contaminated by evil. 

Mothers, as you love your children 
seek always to have them surrounded 
by influences that are elevating and 
pure. Keep their souls spotless and 
white as long as you may, and be sure 
that the first early years of their lives 
willgo far toward determining what 
their later future shall be. ‘‘As ‘the 
twig is bent the tree is inclined.’ 

NOTES. 

The following recipes for some very 
appetizing dishes I find in the columns 
of the Ladies’ Home Journal for Octo- 


ber—a journal which is among the best 
of home magazines: 

To Make Welicious Mufins.—Cream until 
very light one large tablespoonful of but. 
ter. Break six fresh eggs, separating the 
yolks and whites. Put the volks with the 
butter and beat until very light. Beat the 
whites toa stiff froth. Have ready one 
quart of fresh milk and one light quart of 
sifted four. Add the flour and milk in 
small quantities alternately to the but- 
ter and egg yolk, stirring it in thoroughly. 
Stir in a level teaspoonful of salt, and. last 
of all, the egg whites, which must be 
whipped into the batter gently. The stove 
must be hot, the muffin pans well greased 
and the mufiirts baked immediately andsent 
to the table on hot plates the minute they 
are done. 

Savoy Cakes of Olden Time.—Beat eight eggs 
to a froth: the whites and volks should be 
beaten separately, then mixed together; 
ada a pound of powdered white sugar 
Stirred in gradually. Beat the whole well 
together for eight or ten minutes, add the 
grated rind of afresh lemon and half the 
juice, a pound of sifted flour and a couple 
of tablespoonfuls of coriander seed. Drop 
this mixture by the large spoonful on but- 
tered baking plates several inches apart, 
sift white sugar over them and bake imme. 
diately in a quick, but nota furiously hot, 
oven. These cakes makea delicious addi- 
tion to the afternoon tea table. 

Jumbles.—Stir together till licht of color 
a pound Of sugar and half the weicht of 
butter, then add eight eggs beaten to a 
Iroth, rose water to the taste, and flour to 
make them sufficiently stiff to roll out. 
Roll them out in powdered sugar until half 
an inch thick. Cut into strips about half 
aninch wide and fourinches long. Join 
the ends together so as to form rings. Lay 
them on fiat tins that have been buttered: 
bake them in a quick oven. 

Spanish Buns for Tea.—A quarter of a 
pound of butter. one teacupful of cream, 
three-quarters of a*pound ot flour, three 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder. 


a pound of sugar, four eggs, and 
three teaspoonfuls of almond water. Sift 
the baking powder 4vith the flour. Beat

Oftenest these house gowns 
are cut out at the neck in the modest 
English fashion and finished with a deep 
frill of lace.. Although it would seem 
as if this fall of lace had been so much 
worn during the summer that it was out 
of vogue, still it must be remembered 
that it is becoming, anc when the lace 
used is good it is always in fashion. In 
the old picture books we see that good 
Queen Victoria of England wearing 
just such a bodice, and with a rose on 
one side of her gicssy hair, which, as is 
the fashion of today, is parted just 
down the center. 

While lam no extremistin matters 
of fashion, Ido like to see alady well 
and becomingly attired. Every woman 
owes this to herself to make the most 
of al her good points. And to be be- 
comingly dressed, there is. in these 
days, no necessity for extravagant ex- 
penditure. Charming designs in almost 
every fabric exist, and a cheap, pretty 
fabric well-made, and tastefulty de- 
signed, is far more attractive than 
costlierraiment which lacks the ele- 
ment of good taste in style and make- 
up. A woman is well dressed when she 
is so attired that it is difficult to'remem- 
ber what she wore. But itis not so 
easy to forget the garments ofan ill- 
dressed woman, for there is always 
something discordant in them—a break 
inthe harmony of her taut ensemble.

THE ENGLISH PAPER PILLOW. 


Sanitary Pillows for the Sick Room and 
the Hospital. 

‘The idea of the paper pillow as de- 
scribed by an imaginative English jour- 
nalist is too good to be true; however, 
itis an interesting paragraph,’ com- 
ments a well-kuown Paris paper in 
doubting language upon what is, in 
Great Britain, an established fact. The 
same writer goes on to. say, ‘but if it 
couid be made whata blessing to the 
poor and to the sick, and in hospitals at 
a time of contagious disease, when bed- 
ding must afterward be thrown away!” 

Notwithstanding his disbelief, the 
hope expressed has, to my knowledge, 
been fiulfilled for many years, and to 
housekeepers who wish to avail them- 
selves of extra pillows and cushions at 
any time, or in case of emergency, as 
used in the hospitals, perhaps a de- 
scription of the best method may prove 
of real advantage. 

I say ‘‘best’’ because the commonest 
method is not so good as one which calls 
for more care. 

The first is totear paper of-any kind 
less stiffthan visiting card board into 
small pieces and strips, and when there 
are sufficient in bulk to make a pillow 
of size desired, to stuff the cases of good 
ticking, chintz or unbleached cotton as 
the housekeeper wishes, soloosely as to 
be soft, and to easilv shake into a form 
that shall give ease and support to the 
head. 

Sewing guilds, Dorcas _ societies, 
‘“‘mothers’’ monthly meetings’ and 
‘‘mothers’ tea meetings’? often assem- 
ble for the purpose of tearing paper for 
these pillows for the sick and poor. 
Children of the wealthy and upper 
classes often do play-work of this kind 
by the hour in the nursery on rainy 
days, and then help the governess or 
their mother fill the cover or stitch up

Still further, in some houses of im- 
portance there is so much work that 
does not enter into the routine of a 
house of the same social. standing in 
America that even: where there are 
many daughters this has so to be di- 
vided as to require one member writing 
several hours each daytokeep up the 
mere conventional corresponce of the 
family. One friend of mine has to 
write until she is really tired every day 
except her holidays, replying to and 
writing notes for her family on various 
social matters. In the same family one 
sister is busy half of every day packing 
and boxing flowers to go to various hos- 
pitals, the poorin the village, special 
sick cases and exotics in fruits and flow- 
ers to their own friends; two members 
of the family alternately visit the sick, 
while all sew for the poor and infirm, a 
duty as reguiarly fulfilled as eating 
their own breakfasts. Indeed the genus 
‘dude’? and anglomaniac will find ample 
food for thought and models to copy in 
studying the English virtues instead of 
English vices. Itis ina house of this 
kind that letters and notes accumulate, 
written on paper, which, cut to the 
right size, makes the best ‘‘paper pil- 
low.’’ Twill say, too, that this paper 
is so good and so eagerly bought up that 
the large stationers have sacks which 
they dispatch to their clientile, who fill 
them and’ receive 10s in exchange. 
Those who do not care to use the paper 
for the poor sell it in this way. 

In this connection it may be noted 
that Paris has one humane law that is 
unique, I believe. In Paris one cannot 
sell old rags and paper; they must be 
given to the rag-pickers—and the citi- 
zens are too ‘‘solid’’ on this subject for 
any one to attémpt a barter of rags 
and paper. 

The strips for the paper pillow should 
be cut ratherthan torn. This may be 
done each day, as the letters come in, 
or they may be laid aside to be a special 
work for a leisure day or evening. 
Using the note length, cut the sheet into 
half-inch strips; then with the thumbs 
and forefingers of both hands erimp the 
strips into little ‘‘springs’’—‘‘little 
steps of stairs” the children call them— 
by a movement that will naturally come 
to any one who has crimped a starched 
ruffle with the fingers instead of the 
fluting iron. Some use a broad knife to 
crimp the paper ‘‘feathers,’’ as the chil- 
dren also call the filling for the paper 
pillow, but it is not necessary and tires 
the hands. The fingers are the best 
tools for this as for many other things 
we make for beauty and use. The size 
of the pillow or cushions must determine 
the quantity of filling. : 

I will add that some mix dried grass 
and rose leaves with the paper feathers, 
and some fray soft rags, cotton and 
wools, when they make rather large 
sofa cushions. They are usually cov- 
ered with cotton inner cases and silk or 
brocade outer cases to deaden the rustle 
of paper; and. a painstaking worker 
acting on this fiint will achieve a grate- 
ful resplt.

I have had them 
four or five years and that seems an 
awfully long time to me. 

In this case the daughter is right. 
While the nervou imulation of youth 
brings disorder the surface, if the 
system were properly freed from all 
its wastes, there would be nothing to 
bring these blotches. It is certainly 
trying for a girl at her best time to be 
harassed by such inflictions. A young 
Austrian princess was cured of similar 
troubles by taking a small dose of epsom 
salts in a small cup of, hot coffee the 
first thing every morning. It is well to 
begin with a full dose—a _ tablespoonful 
—or a seidlitz powder, or compound 
liquorice powder taken with plenty of 
hot water, to cleanse the system, fol- 
lowing by a teaspoonful of salts in half 
acup of coffee—itself a laxative---at 
least half an hour before obreakfast 
every morning for two weeks, then les- 
sening to half a teaspoonful till no 
longer required. At the same time the 
diet should be promptly changed to the 
most nutritious and relaxing food possi- 
ble. Of, course the whole-meal bread, 
on meal with all the wheat in if, 
made with half a cip of molasses to 
each loaf, and baked nearly two hours. 
Such bread is a corrective in itself and 
is most toothsome and satisfying. Then 
plenty of fresh vegetables, cooked with- 
out trying or flour gravies or sauces. 
Ripe, perfect fruit, especially the in- 
comparable Oregon apples which my 
correspondent can obtain, the juice of 
as many oranges as it is pleasant to 
take daily, for a while. will do much to 
correct the disordered state. Molasses 
gingerbread, eaten hot with raisins in 
it, shortcakes with plenty of fruit, 
lemon, apples, rhubarb and berries are 
allowed and beneficial in such a case. 
So is ice cream, but those with rough 
complexions should be careful not to 
take too much milk, which seems to 
clog sluggish digestion wofully. The 
nightly bath is a matter of course. Te- 
pid sitzbaths for five minutes daily for 
two or three weeks strengthen and 
stimulate the torpid abdominal muscles 
which sedentary, genteel life unfits for 
their proper work. The troubles with 
these cases is they expect too much 
from medicines or cosmetics to clear 
the complexion, while diet and habits 
are all the whilé undoing their effects. 
Physic and good fare combined, with 
possibly a simple cosmetic which heals 
the irritation of the face, will do more 
in afew weeks than medication alone 
will in years.

FLOURS AND BAKING POWDERS. 


Why Barley and Rye Does Not Make 
light Loaves. 
Contributed to The Times. 

Yeast is a micro-organism—an ex- 
ceedingly minute form of plant life— 
which by its growth in a good medium 
produces carbonic acid and alcohol. 
When this growth takes place ina mass 
of flour dough the carbonic acid, in its 
efforts to escape puffs it up, but it does 
not get out, forowing to the viscous 
nature of the gluttn it is entangled and 
held within. Each ‘little bubble of gas 
occupies a certain space; when the 
bread is baked the walls around these 
spaces harden in the heat and thus we 
get the porous loaf. | 

Barley, rye and some other grains 
would be very usefvl for bréad, if it 
were not that they lack sufficient gluten 
to entangle enough carbonic acid to 
render bread made from them light. 
DIFFERENCE OF BREAD AND PASTRY FLOURS. 

Bread flour is prepared in such a way 
that it contains more gluten than the 
pastry flour. In making pastry flour 
the grain is crushed in such a manner 
that the starch, being most easily 
broken, becomes finer than the gluten, 
and in the process of bolting some of 
the latter is lost. For pastry and cake 
this kind of flour is best. Lacking’ 
gluten, bread made from it is more 
tender, whiter but less nutritious than 
that made from so-called bread flour. 
Bread flour may be distinguished by the 
‘‘feel,’”’ which is slightly granular, 
rather than powdery; by its yellow 
color and by the fact that it dmes not 
cake when squeezed in the hand, while 
pastry flour is white, powdery and will 
cake. 

ABOUT CREAM OF TARTAR BREAD. 

Cream of tartar Bread, if perfectly 
made, is more nutritious than fermented 
bread, for none of the constituents of 
the flour are lost as when yeast is used; 
a portion of the sg¢arch and sugar is 
consumed to feed the growing yeast. 

The difficulty of obtaining good cream 
oftartaris very great. It issaid to be 
more extensively adulterated than any 
other substance uséd for food. More- 
over, in the practice of bread-making, 
the cream of tartar and soda are gener- 
ally mixed inthe proportion of ‘two to 
one, that is, two teaspoons of cream of 
tartar toevery teaspoon of soda—but 
these are not the exact proportions in 
which they _neutralize each other, so 
that under ordinary circumstances 
there is an excess of soda in the bread. 

To be exact, they should always be 
united by weight, as is done in making 
baking powders, the pruportions being 
84 parts of soda to 183 of cream of 
tarter, or reducing tolower terms as 
21 to 47—a little less than one-half as 
much soda as‘cream of tarter. For 
practical use in cooking there are no 
scales known to the author for the pur- 
pose of weighing these powders, the 
proportions will have to be approxi- 
mated with teaspoons, anda fairly ac- 
curate result for bread-making may be 
obtained most ‘easily by measuring a 
teaspoon of each inexactly the same 
manner and then taking offa little of 
the soda. With goed care in

palatable. 
PURE HOME-MADE BAKING POWDER. 
Baking powder is a mixture of cream 
of tartar, bicarbonate of soda and ar- 
rowroot. The latter is put in to keep 
the two chemicals dry, and thus pre- 
vent the slow union which would other- 
wise take place. Sometimes tartaric 
acid is used instead of cream of tartar. 
The following roleiiumay be relied 
upon: Tartaric acid 2 oz. by weight; 
bicarbonate of soda 8 oz. by weight; ar- 
rowroot 7 oz. by weight. Mix and sift 
thoroughly. Keepina dry place in a 
wide-mouthed bottle.

LAY SERMONS. 


Life is a battlefield, and if we would 
have peace we must fight. How many 
are the foesto be overcome, and how 
strong and mighty are some of them. 
Take, for instance, qur mistakes and 
failures in life. These\are many, and 
they are to us like an armed host. 
How many days close with a feeling of 
discouragement, and disheartened we 
cry: ‘lt have done my best, yet how 
have I failed.’’ With these failures 
comes the temptation to yield to dis- 


couragement. Wearetired of useless 
battling, we say, weary of continual 
failing. We lose faith im ourselves and 


are half inclined to give up the struggle 
altogether. 

It is just here that we most need 
God's help, and He is willing that we 
should cling to Him, for ‘tHe is our 
Refuge and our Strength in time of 
trouble.’’ 

“Our Strength!’ Do we consider 
what that means, and what infinite pos- 
sibilities it implics?’ Would we ‘limit 
His power or His tenderness when we 
are in need of help and crushed by the 
sense of our own weakness and need? 

But to obtain that help we must do 
something. Dowe forget how Jacob 
wrestled all night with the Angel, and 
would not let him go until he blessed 
him? And it is just that’spirit that we 
need. We must lay hold upon God's 
promisesand clingto them while we 
wrestle in prayer for the blessings we 
seek, and we shall prevail. Our Heav- 
enly Father is always glad to crown 
us victors, and when we earnestly cry 
“I will not let Thee go except Thou 
bless me,’’then it is that the blessing 
comes, and the strength which we re- 
quire is given us. 

But it is not alone with our own fail- 
ures that we have to do. battle; there 
are other enemies that we must meet. 
We must fight with the .wrong done us 
by others until we are able to forgive 
it, and until we are able to ‘*pray for 
those who despitefuliy-ase us and per- 
secute us.’’ How much of truth there 
is in the old saying: ‘It ‘is manlike to 
punish, but it is Godlike to forgive."’ 

Have you ever prayed for one who 
has done you wrong, uttering an earn- 
est and tender petition that God would 
forgive the unkindness and injustice 
that another has done you? 
you know the sense of peace and _ bless- 
edness that comes with such a prayer. 
There is a sense of exulting love that 
lifts you upWard, an@ in the presence 
of God's love you fin@strength. The 
desire to be like the Master grows 
within you, and enmity dies, and peace 
flows through your soul like a river. 

Then there is another enemy that 
men have to fight sometimes,and that is 
Religious Doubts. There are times

row?’ We forget that this life is a 
disciplinary one, and is ‘only the great 
training school for eternity.

Read that most 
beautiful of all sublime poems in human 
tongues-—the book of Job. God's love 
was in.all His dealings with His serv- 
ant, although His providences were 80 
dark that Job’s three friends thought 
that he must be a sinner above 
all men. But what sublime faith 
and trust in God was born out 
of those . afflictions. Can we pic- 
ture a sublimer heroism, a diviner 
spirit of trust than that which enabled 
Job in the midst of all his calamities to 
cry aloud, ‘‘Though He slay me yet will 
I trust in Him?’’ 

And how God loves to work with us 
atsuch times. He comes very near to 
us just) so soon as our trust. in 
Him is strong. We feel his pres- 
ence about us. like the atmos- 
phere. It would be impossible for 
any one to make us believe then that 
God was not our Lawgiver as well as 
our Friend, for this trust makes us feel 
His very hand upon the mainspring of 
our existence, and when mystery and 
darkness are about us we comfort our- 
selves with the thought, ‘God knows, 
and so it is well.”’ 

But the most important thing in all 
our wrestling is to never let go until the 
blessing which we seek is given us. 
God is always pleased with this earnest 
determination on the part of His child- 
ren, and He has always a blessing in 
store forsuch. We must not go to Our 
Father in any half-hearted way if we 
would wave His blessing, but go claim- 
ing His promises, and sure of His help. 
Let us lay our hands in His and let Him 
lead us when we have ‘fought the 
good fight of faith.”

I like to get away from home some- 
times and see the world, and study it 
too, as best I can. There are so many 
things to interest one everywhere in 
nature, more things than you would ever 
dream of, my children, until you look 
about you with wide open eves, and with 
a desire to learn something of the won- 
ders which everywhere surround us. . 

I had some very interesting visits this 
past summer atthe University of Cali- 
fornia, and among the beautiful things 
that I saw there was a great collection 
of butterflies gathered from all parts of 
the world and all named and classified 
by a learned prefessor, who took a’ wodn- 
derful interest in studying them. As I 
looked through the butterfly cases, 
wherethey were all mounted and dis- 
played to the best advantage, it was 
like looking ata garden full of bright 
flowers of every shape, bue and color. 
I never dreamed before that there was 
such a variety in the butterfly kingdom 
as I saw there. But one very curious 
member of the family was a little 
‘“‘wingless butterfly.”’ That he was 
called a butterfly when he had no 
wings and could not fly at all seemed 
a little queer at first until I had studied 
his anatomy somewhat. He was a 
golden brown little fellow, and Ido not 
believe he was much ofa traveler. 

But what would you say to butterflies 
with pink and purple wings—a real 
rosy, bright pink, and others with the 
hue of a peacock? And some were 
wonderfully large and beautiful, those 
from India and China and Japan. 
*‘Now,’’ I said, ‘‘I can understand where 
the people of these countries get their 
love of bright colors. Itis from nature 
herself, forin our own land we find 
nowhere such brilliant hued butterflies, 
and other insects. 

The butterfiy is well provided with 
legs, having three pairs, but Mr. Butter- 
fly is not very much inclined to use 
them for walking purposes, but when 
he is tired and wants a good rest, then 
those slender legs of his serve an excel- 
lent. purpose. The butterfly lives 
mostly upon the nectar of the flowers, 
which must be a very tempting dish in- 
deed. and which they reach by means 
of their long proboscis, or tongue. But 
there are some butterflies whose taste is 
not so refined. A naturalist who was 
very observant of the habits of butterflies 
saysthat in Malacca hecaught a large 
and beautiful butterfly when it was 
feeding on the vilest filth imaginable, 
and the purple Emperor, a magnificent 
butterfly, seemsto like nothing better 
than the juices of putrid and decaying 
animal subst ances. 

I saw at the university at Berkeley a 
huge butterfly, which I think belonged 
to the family of ‘“‘Bird-winged Butter- 
flies..’ The wings of these measure 
more than seven inches across, and 
they are of a velvety-black and bright 
green color. Then there were some of 
a brilliant orange, while the body was 
golden and the breast crimson. These 
come from the islands of the Malay 
Archipelago. 

In South America many beautiful but- 

flies are to be found, and they are so 
bright and fly abroad in such numbers 
that the air is sometimes as gay as if it 
were filled with flowers, They have 
long, narrow wings, and fly as lazily as 
if there were no such thing as hurry in 
the world. 

I was reading not long ago of another 
South American butterfly whose wings 
are often no less’ than seven inches in 
expanse. This butterfly is of ‘‘a bril- 
liant metallic blue, which, as the insect 
flies, flashes in the sunlight, so as to be 
visible, it is said, a quarter of a mile 
off..’ These love the bright upper air, 
and sail along serenely in the sunlight, 
only now and then flapping their wings, 
and not often coming nearer the ground 
They must look very 
beautiful in the sunshine, their bright 
wings flashing with light, and sailing 
above the forest glades which they love, 
like so many bits of brilliant metal. 

There were many thousands of differ- 
ent butterflies to be seen at this institu- 
tion, and I should like to have spent 
days in studying them. How little we 
know about them compared with what 
we may learn. As we study them we 
become more and more interested in 
them, yet we find that they form but 
one vage in the great book or nature 
which we should delight to study and 
read. 

I was reading not long ago some- 
thing about the habits of the house 
moths which get into our clothes 
and carpets and work sad havoc 
with th sometimes. But I do 
not doubt but they do it very inno- 
cently, never dreaming of the damage 
that they work while thev clothe them- 
selves at our expense. What they take 
off from our garments and our carpets 
in tiny particles ‘‘they unite together 
by means of their glutinous silk, and 
they thus form protecting habitations.’’ 
When they have grown too large for 
these little houses that they have built 
they splitthem open in their center 
and keep adding to them as their neces- 
sities require. They never dream for 
a moment what little pests they are to 
us, but they think only of providing a 
place for themselves. And who can 
blame them? , 

I have but just hinted to you some of 
the interesting things to be learned of 
the butterfly and moth family. but l 
think that 1 have told you enough to 
make you wish to learn more, which I 
hope you will all do. ‘E. i

The Giant Planet and: His Lively Satel- 
lites—Setting Up the Primaries— 
Edward Emerson Barnard of 
the Lick Observatory. 


Special Correspondence of The Times 

Los ANGELES, Sept. 17, 1892.—The 
discovery ofa fifth Savin satellite by 
the brilliant young astronomer, Edward 
Emerson Barnard, of the Lick Observa- 
tory, is an event so remarkable as to at- 
tract special attention to Mr. Barnard, 
who was already famous in two conti- 
nents as the discoverer of fifteen comets, 
and to the observatory at Mt. Hamilton, 
of which so much was expected when 
the greatethirty-six-inch telescope was 
erected on its summit, and also to the 
giant planet Jupiter, which, with its 
family of satellites, has been the objeci 
of more careful observations since the 
inrention of the telescope than any 
Other heavenly body except the moon. 

it is of this great planet. that I pro 
pose to mention a few facts and infer 
ences, familiar to the world of astrono. 
mers but more or less hazy in the minds 
of many intelligent readers, and which 
will have renewed interest in the light 
of Prof. Barnard’s important discovery 

It has hitherto been easy for the 
astronomical student to remember the 
satellite families of the planets on ac- 
count of the geometrical progression of 
their numbers. Beginning with the 
earth and proceeding outward the ac 
count stood thus: The earth has 1 
moon, Mars 2, Jupiter 4. Saturn &, 
Uranus 4 and Neptune 1, making 20 
moons or secondary planets in the solar 
system, 

Now this was a very pretty and sym- 
metrical arrangement, and _ there 
seemed to be no good reason for dis- 
turbing it, but along comes our icono- 
clastic investigator, Barnard, who 
with his keen astronomical eye, supple- 
mented by the world’s greatest tele 
scopic eye, upsets the whole pleasing 
scheme by detecting a fifth little sat: 
ellite swiftly whirling around the great 
planet Jupiter. It is only a speck of a 
« moon, about 100 miles in diameter, the 
amallest yet discovered, with the excep» 
tion of the two minute objects whicl 
circle around the planet Mars. : 

The other four satellites of Jupité: 
were the first achievement of Galileo 
when hei nvented the telescope: in 
1610. Halfa century later Huygens 
discovered that one of the little stars in 
the neighborhood of Saturn was follow 
ing the planet aud was consequently a 
satellite. He at once promulgated this 
dictum: ‘That as there were now six 
planets, Mercury, Venus, the earth 
Alars, Jupiter and Saturn, and six satel- 
lites, the Earth one, Jupiter four and 
Saturn one. therefore these bodies con 
stitute the perfect number twelve, anu 

the solar system is complete.” It 
Huvgens were to wake up in this latte: 

rt of the nineteenthcentury he would 

arn that his familv of worlds belong: 
ing to the solar system had grown til! 
there are now 8 planets, 21 satellite: 
and 321 asteroids, besides many comet 
whose orbits are determined? bringing 
them fairly ipto the same family. 

Jupiter is not only the largest of the 
planets, but larger than all the other 
members of the solar system put to 
gether. He is so large relatively tothe 
earth that the latter would make but a 
Tespectable satellite, though much 
smailer in proprotion to Jupiter than 
the moon is when compared to the 
earth. It would take fiftv moons rolled 
imto one to equal the earth in size. and 
eighty-one moons to equal it in weight. 
But it would require 316 earths to 
equal the weight or mass of Jupiter, 
and 1800 earthsto equal him in volume. 
For ‘one tie a very light planet, being 
only one third heavier than water, while 
the earth ig five and a half times heay- 
ier than that element. | 

The diameter of Jupiter is 860.000 
miles. being nearly eleven times that of 
the earth, and yet the diameter of the 
sun is about ten times that of Jupiter, 
and his mass 1000 times as great. so 
that the central luminary has no diff- 
culty in controlling his giant subject. 
If Jupiter were to approach the earth 
as close as the planet Mars did on .An- 
gust 3 he would present the appearance” 
Of asmail moon of intense vrilliancy. 
His apparent diameter would bé near y 
one-third of our satellite, but his vapor 
laden atmosphere reflects the sunlight 
so perfectly that his light would approx- 
imate that of the full moon. 

This brilliant atmosphete is a char- | 
‘acteristic of all voung worlds. Before 

they have cooled down to the condition 
of the earth, their oceans are expanded 

_ into an envelope of vapor, supposably 
some hundreds and even thousands of 

miles indepth. This atmosphere of va- 
por serves like a thick blanket to pre- 
vent the rapid radiation of heat, and 
thus keeps the world hot tora period 
too great to be lightly estimated. It 
Must be expressed by millions—not of 
years, but of ages. 

A telescope Of moderate power re- 
veals what are called belts. These are 
disturbances in the deep atmospheric 
envelope of the planet, caused partly, 
perhaps, by the seething heat of its 
surface, and partly by its rapid rota- 
tion. forif we watch one of the. con- 
Spicuous markings in these belts, we 
Sia sce that this huge globe, upwards 
of 260,000 miles in circumference, ro- 
tates on its axis in a little less than ten 
hours, so that an object on its surface 
at the equator moves with a velocity of 
26,000 miles an hour, or twenty-six 
miles faster than a corresponding ob- 
ject on the earth's eguator. No won- 
der that this 
tating planet bulges out at the equator 
S80 that the equatofial diameter is 8800 
times greaterthan the polar diameter, 
thus giving the planeta decidedly ob- 
late appearance in the telescope. 

Mars, a few weeks ago, Was only B6.. 
000,000 miles -from the earth. ana 
shone with a luster equal to that of Ju- 
Piter. but the latter plangs never ap- 
proaches nearer to the earth than 
about 880,000,000 miles, or about 
eleven times the distance of Mars at its 
best. The average distances of ‘these 
planets from the ‘sun are as fofows: 
The earth, 93,000:000 miles: Mars, 
142,000,000 and Jupiter, 482.000.. 
000. This great splanet, then, is more 


curtain of vapor should be rent asun- 
der, disclosing for the first time the 
blue vault of heaven. With what as- 
tonishment they would gaze upon the 
sun, blinding them with its dazzling 
light? And. more startling yet, thqy 
would quickly perceive that it was 
moving like a ball of fire along the sky, 
for the rapid rotation of the planet 
would cause the sun to rise, rua its 
course and set within the space of five 
hours, so that you could fairly perceive 
its swift progress across the face of the 
sky. 

Sutafter the sudden disappearance 
of the sun behind the western hills, 
what a magnificent vision -would be 
vouchsafed to those Jovian inhabitants. 
The overarching dome of heaven would 
be spangled with stars, interspersed 
with balls of light, shining with a 
milder radience than the one which 
dazzied them by day, and varied in 
forms from a slender crescent to a full- 
orbed moon, and all marching along 
the sky with a pace so rapid that their 
motions could easily be traced. 

Jupiter's four moons were the first 
heavenly bodies discovered, and they 
have been objects of close observation 
for nearly three centuries. Many im- 
portant facts have been learned from 
\abulating their motions. They are 
important factors in determining the 
mass of Jupiter. Their primary is so 
large that all except the outer satellite 
suffer eclipse at every revolution, The 
Danish astronomer, Roemer, ascer- 
tained that these eclipses occurred in 
advance of the predicted time when the 
earth is on the same side of the sun 
with Jupiter, but are retardei when the 
earth is on the os side of the sun, 
and he put forth the startling explana- 
tion that light occupies time in travers- 
ing the space represented by the diame- 
ter of the earth's orbit. This brilliant 
theory was not accepted till after 
toemer's death, when_it was fully con- 
firmed by subsequent calculations of 
ther astronomers, It was found that 
light requires about seventeen minutes 

cross the 186,000,000 of miles 
above mentioned, or about eight and 
sw@-ait minutes to come from the sun 
to the @arth, and this means that it 
travels with a velocity of 186,000 
miles per second. 

Three of Jupiter's satellites can be 
seen with a good field glass when the 
conditions are favorable, and all four 
are plainly visible through the 54 inch 
telescope of Dr. Bush on Buena Vista 
street. As they revolve in a plane 
with the earth's orbit they are never 
seen circling around their primary, byt 
always moving in a straight line, alter- 
sately approaching and receding from 
ihe parent planet. As they proceed 
from. left to right they cast their 
shadows upon the planet in passing it; 
as they return from right to left they 
sass behind the planet and are occulted 
or hidden by the body of the planet, or 
‘Clipsed in his shadow.

sions. It is 240,000 miles distant and 
in that respect corresponds more 
closely with Io. But her period is 
twenty-seven days and eight hours, and 
is that regard, she presents a strong 
contrast to all of Jupiter's satellites. 
sven the farthest one, Calypso, four 
times as far away as our moon, takes 
but little more than half the time to 
perform its immense journey. ‘Thisis a 
striking example of the prodigious 
nass of the parent planet. His attrac- 
tive power is so great that all his moons 
must move with enormous centrifugal 
velocity or be irresistably drawn to his 
surface.

Celebrating the Discovery of the 
Californian Coast. 


Cabrillo’s Famous Voyage, as De- 
scribed by His Pilot... 


Interesting Description of Indians 
and Their Ways. 


How San Diego Will Glorify the 350th 
Anniversary—Cabrillo and Crew in 
_ Costumbre del Pais—In- 
dians Tambien. 


Tux Times has kept its readers in- 
formed of the preparations, which have 
for some time been in progress, for the 
celebration of the 350th anniversary 
of the discovery of California by Juan 
Rodriguez Cabrillo, on September 28, 
1542, believing this affair to be of 
more than local interest. To Califor- 
nianss Cabrilio’s discovery was as im- 
portant an event as that of Columbus, 
made fifty years previous. 

Interest in the coming celebration, 
which is to be held at San Diego on the 
28th, 29th and SOth of this month, 
has been rapidly growing, and the San 
Diegans now anticipate a crowd which 
it will tax their ingenuity and hospi- 
tality to entertain. They will come 
from as fareast as Chicago. The en- 
tire City Council of Albuquerque, N. M., 
will attend in a body, andthe Los An- 
geles Council has accepted an invita- 
tion. As those who come from the 
northern part of the State will have to 
pass through Los Angeles. while many- 
of the Eastern visitors will not fail to 
visit us, Los Angeles is directiy inter. 
ested in seeing the celebration a success 

An extentive and attractive  pro- 
gramme has been preparei. Rear Ad- 
miral Bancroft Gherardi, who isto com- 
mand the Pacific squadron en route to 
maneuvers at New York, has received 
orders to callat San Diego on the way 
to take partinthe celebration. Besides 
his flagship, the Baltimore. there will 
be the Charleston and San Francisco, 
which will be joined by the cruiser 
Boston, from Honolulu, and the gun- 
boat Yorktown, from Bering Sea. It is 
also expected that some representa- 
tives of the old navy, including the 
Albatross, Alliance, Adams, and pos- 
sibly the Pensacola and Nipsic, will be 
present. The flagship of the British 
squadron and the Mexican war-vessel 
Democrata, are also expected. There 
will be a naval display, including a 
sham battle between cruisers, and boat 
races by men-of-wars’ crews. 

Cabrillo, represented by a _ Portu- 
guese, with twenty companions of that 
nagionality, all attired in the costume 
of the period, will land froma caravel, 
and be received by Indians, just as Ca- 
brillo was. There will be about 100 
Indians in camp in San Diego, including 
two very ancient sqnaws—Susan of the 
Dieguenos, supposed to be 130 years 
old, and Tomasa, from*the Mesa Grande 
rancheria, aged 120 years, who went 
Wita her husband to Lower California 
in 1790, and many years later came to 
this State. Her husband was an adobe 
mason and assisted in building the 
presidio of Old San Diego. They after- 
ward moved to San Luis Rey, Where 
walls were laid by her husband which 
now exist. Manuelito, the oldest living 
Indian ‘‘general’’ of San Diego county, 
is another. He accompanied Gen. 
Heintzelman in the early '5U’s in an 
expedition against the Indians who 
committed the Agua Caliente massacre. 
These Indians wil] build a native village 
of tules and will perform dances and na- 
tive games.

CABRILLO’S VOYAGE. 

The diary of the discoveries of Ca- 
brillo, kept by his pilot, Terrel, in his 
voyage along the then unknown coast 
of California, was discovered some 
years ago among a collection of papers 
in one of the libraries of Madrid, and 
was translated for this Government. 

Juan Rodriguez Cabrillo set out from 
Navidad, a pert on the Mexican coast 
about 315 miles north of Acapulco, ‘to 
discover the coast of New Spain," on 
the 27th of June, 1542. The diary 
describes the leisurely progress of the 
discoverers along the coast of what is 
now known as Lower Caiifornia, the 
explorers stopping from time to time at 

oints which appeared to be promising 
anding places. San Miguel (San 
Diego) was not reached until Thursday, 
September 28 (O.S.). Allowing for the 
change which. has taken place in the 
calendar since 1752, the actual date of 
the arrival at San Diego was October 8. 

There has been some dispute as to 
whether the harbor which Cabrillo 
called San Miguel was San Diego or 
San Pedro. Some have held that San 
Mateo, reached by the explorer Sep- 
tember 17, was San Diego, and that 
San Miguel was San Pedro, but the pre- 
ponderance of evidence is strongly in 
favor of San Diego. 

Commencing with the arrival at San 
Miguel, the diary proceeds as follows: 

The Thursday following they proceeded 
about six leagues by a coast running north- 
northwest and discovered a port inclosed 
and very good, to which they gave the name 
of San Miguel. It is in 34°; and after 
anchoring in it they went onshore, which 


‘had people, three of whom remained and 


allothers fied. To these they gave some 
presents; and they said by signs that in the 
interior had passed people like the Span- 
iards. They manifested much fear. This 
same day at night they went on shore from 
the ships to fish with a net; and it appears 
that there were here some Indians, and thev 
beganto discharge arrows and wounded 
three men. 

The next day in the morning they entered 
further within the port, which is large, 
with the boat, and brought away two boys, 
who understood nothing by signs; and they 
gave them both shirts and immediately 
sent them away. 

And the following day in the morning 
there came to the ship three large Indians; 
and by stgns they said that there .were 
traveling in tbe interior men like us, with 
beards, and clothed and armed like those of 
the ships; and they made signs that they 
carried crossbows and swords, and made 
gestures with the right arm as if they wera 
throwing lances, and went running ine 


posture as if riding on horseback, and made 
signs that they killed many of the native In- 
dians, and that for this they were afraid. 
This people are well disposed and advanced; 
hey ge covered with the skins of animals. 

ing- MM this port there passed a very 
great tempest: but on account of the 
port's being good they suffered nothing. 
It was a violent storm from the west- 
southwest and south-southwest. This is 
the first storm whichthey have exper- 
ienced. They were in this port until the 
following TuesG@ay. Here Christians were 
called Guacamal 

The fotiowing Tuesday, onthe 3d day 
of the month of October, .they departed

they proceeded on their course eigh- 
teen leagues along the coast, on which 
they saw many‘ valleys and much level 
ground and many large smokes, and, if the 
interior, sierras. They were at dusk near 
some islands, which are about seven 
leagues from the mainland, and because 
the wind was becalmed they could not reach 
them this night. 

Saturday, the 7th day of the month of 
October, they arrived at the islands at day- 
break, which they named San Salvador 
[Santa Cruz) and La Vittoria [Avacapa), 
and they anchored off one of them; and 
they went with the boat on shore to see if 
there were people there: and as the boat 
came near there igsued a great quantity of 
Indians from among the bushes and grass, 
yelling and dancing and making signs that 
they should come ashore; and they saw that 
the women were running away; and from 
the boats they made signs that they should 
have no fear; and immediately they as 
sumed confidence and laid on the ground 
their bows and arrows; and they launched 
a good canoe in the water, which held eight 
or ten Indians, and they came to the ships. 
They gave them beads and little presents, 
with which they were delighted, and they 
preseutly went away. TheSpaniards after- 
ward went ashore and were very secure, 
they and the Indian women andall. Here 
an old Indian made signs to them that on 
the mainland men were journeying, clothed 
and with beards like the Spaniards. They 
were in this island only until noon. 

The following Sunday, on the 8th of the 
said month. they came near the mainiand 
in a great bay, which they named La 
Bahia de los Fumos (Bahia Ona Bay; re- 
cently named Monica Bay) on account of 
the numerous smokes which they saw upon 
it. Here they heid intercourse with some 
Indians, whom they took in a canoe, who 
made signs that toward the North there 
were Spaniards like them. This bay is in 
35°; and it isa good port; and the country 
is good, with many valleys and plains and 
trees. 

The following Monday, on the 9th day of 
the said month of October, they departed 
from La Bahia de los Fumos, and pro- 
ceeded this day about six leagues, and an- 
cnored in alatge iniet (laguna near Point 
Mugu ;)-and they passed on thence the fol- 
lowing day, Tuesday, and proceeded about 
eight leagues on a coast northwest and 
southeast; and we saw on the land a vil- 
lage of Indians near the sea and 
the houses large in the manoaer of 
those of New Spain; and they anchored 
in front of a very large valley on the 
ceast. Here came tothe ships many very 
good canpes, which held tn each one twelve 
or thirteen Indians; and they gave them 
notice of Christians who were journeying 
intheinterior, The coast is from north- 
west to southeast. Here they gave them 
some presents, with which they were much 
pleased. They made signs that in seven 
days they could go where the Spaniards 
were traveling; and Juan Rodriguez was 
determined tosend two Spaniards to the 
interior. They also made signs that there 
was a great river. Witn these Indians 
they sent a letter at a ven. re to the Curis. 
tians. They gave naine to this village of 
el Pueblo de las C.ovas (the Village of 
Canoes.) |Near, buenaventura. ‘Pueblo 
de las Canoas"’ has usually been identified 


with Santa Barbara, but the distance 
places it below that point. The 
Santa Clara Valley. and mountains 
agree with the description.) They 


go covered with some skins of animals; 
they are fishers and eat the fish raw; 
they also eat agaves. This village is 
in 35%%°. The country within is a very 
beautiful valley; and they made signs that 
there wasinthat valley much maize and 
much food. There appear within this 


is very rugged. They cali the Christians 
Taguiimine. Here tney took ; 
here they remained until Friday, the 13th 
day of the said month. 

Friday, the 15th day of the said 
month of October. they departed from 
Pueblo de las Canoas on their voyage, and 
proceeded this day six or seven leagues, 
and passed two large islands which extend 
four leagues each one and are four leagues 
from the 


con.inent. They are unin- 
habitated, because there is no water in 
them, and they have good ports. 


The coast of the mainland runs west-north- 
west; the country is level. with many 
cabins and treés; and the following Satur- 
day they continued. on their course and 
proceeded two leagues, no more; and they 
anchored opposite avalley very beautiful 
and very populous, the land being level 
with many trees. Here came canoes with 
fish to barter; they remained great friends. 
And the .Sunday following, the 15th 
day of thesaid mouth, they held on their 
voyage along the coast about ten leagues; 
and there were alWays many canoes, for all 
the’ coast is very populous; and many 
Indians were continually coming aboard 
the ships; and they pointed out to us the vil. 
lages and named them by their names, which 
are Xucu, Bis, Sopane, Aljoc, Xabaagua, 
Xotococ, Potoltuc, ‘Nacbuc, Quelqueme, 
Misinagua, Misesopano, Elquis, Coloc. Mugu. 
Xagua, <Anacbuc,. Partocac, Susuquey, 
Quanmu, Gua, Asimu, Aguin, Casalic, 
Tucumu, Incpupu. All these villages ex- 
tend from the first, Pueblo de las Canoas 
—. is called Xucu,) as far as this piace. 

hey are in a very good country, with very 
good plains and many trees and .cabins; 
they go clothed with skins; they said that 
inland there were many towns and much 
maize at three days’ distance—they call the 
maize oep—and also thatthere were many 
cows; they call the cows cae. They also 
fave us notice of some people with beards 
andclothed. They passed this day along 
the shore of a large island, which is fifteen 
leagues in length, and they said that it 
was very populoys and that it con- 
tained the following villages: Niquipos, 
Maxul, Xugua, Nitel, Macamo, Nimitopal. 
They named the island San Lucas (Santa 
Rosa.) It is from this- place to Pueblo de 
las Canoas eirxhteen leagues; the island is 
from the continent six leagues. 

Monday, the 16th day of the said month, 
sailing along the coast they proceeded tour 
leagues, and anchored in the evening op- 
posite two villages (Dos Pueblos ;) and also 
this day canoes were continually coming 
to the ships; and they’ made signs that fur- 
ther on there were canoes much larger. 

The Tuesday following, the 17th day of 
the said month, they proceeded three 
leagues with fair weather; and there were 
with the ship trom daybreak many canoes; 
and the captain continually gave them 
many presents; and all this coast where 
they have passed is very populous; they 
brought them a large quantity of fresh 
sardines very good; they say that inland 
there are many villages and much food; 
tuese did not eat any maize; they went 
clothed with skins, ana wear their hair 
very long and tied up with cords very long 
and placed within the hair; and these 
strings have many small daggers attached 
of flint and wood and bone. The lard is 
very excellent in appearance. 

Wednesday, the 18th. day of the said 
‘month, they went running along the coast 
until-10 o'clock, and.saw all the coast pop- 
ulous; and because a fresh wind sprung up 
canoes did not come. They came near a 
point which formsa cape like a galley, and 
they named it Cabo de Galera (Point Con- 
cepcion,) and itisin alittle over 36°; and 
because there was a fresh northwest wind 
they stood off from the shore and discovered 
two islands, the one large, which has eight 
leagues of coast running east and west 
(Santa Rosa;) the other has four leagues 
(San Miguel. The size of these islands is 
exaggerated;) and in this small one there 
is a good port (Cuyler’s Harbor,) and 


are peopied; they are ten leagues from 


the continent: they are called Las Isias de 
San Lucas. From the mainland to Cabo de 
Galera it runs west by northeast, 
and from Pueblo de las  Canoas 
to Cabo de Galera there is a _ very 
populous province, and they call it Xexu; 
it has many languages different from each 
other; they have many great wars with 
each other: it is from El Pueblo de las 
Canoas to El Cabo de Galera thirty leagues; 
they were in these islands until the follow- 
ing Wednesday, because it Was very stormy, 
Wednesday, the 25th of the said month, 
they departed from the said islands, from 
the one which was more to the windward; 
it has a very good port, so that from all the 
storms of the sea no damage will be suf- 
fered by those within its shelter; they 
called it La Posesion (San Miguel.) This 
day they advanced little, as the wind was 
not favorable; and in the middle of the fol- 
lowing night they bad a wind gouth-south- 
west and west-southwest, with rain, so that 
they saw themselves in difficulty; for it was 
aside wind and they were near the land, 
and they could not @donble the cape on one 
side or the other; and the following Thurs 
| day at vespers the wt vant rhe to the 
| south,and they pracééded on their course ten 
leagues on a Coast running north-northwest 
south-southeast; allthis codstis inhab- 
/ ited and ‘in appearance good land. This 
night they kept out to.sea, for they hada 
side wind; and the Friday and Saturday

were in 36%°, ten leagues from Cabo de 
Galera [off San Luis Obispo]; and in the 
same manner they held on Monday and 
Tuesday to the 3istof the said month, the 
eve of All Saints’ day, beating about on one 
side and the other; and they wished to ap- 
proach the main land in search of a great 
river of which they had notice, which was 
on the other side of Cabo de Galera, and 
because there were on land many marks of 
rivers, and they found no river. [This 
river was probably the Colorado.| Nor did 
they anchor here, for the coast was very 
bold. They found during this month on 
this coast the weather asin Spain, from 
34° and upwards, and with much cold morn- 
ings aod evenings, and with storms, dark 
and cloudy weather, and the air heavy. 

The explorers continued up the coast, 
probably going as far north as the Ore- 
gon line, missing the harbor of San 
Francisco. They were driven back by 
a storm, and wintered on one’ of the 
Santa Barbara Islands, now known as 
San Miguel, where Cabrillo died on 
January 8, 1548, leaving the expedi- 
tion in charge of Bartolome Ferrel, 
with strict instructians to continue the 
exploration as far up the coast as possi- 
ble. Ferrel was, however, soon forced 
to return to Navidad for supplies.
